Priest Asks Pope To Dismiss Cardinal, 
Kicking Up Controversy for Catholics

Watei desalinization is not as dra­ 
matic, nor as successful, a scientific 
pursuit as the Apollo or Mercury space 
programs, explaining perhaps why lit­ 
tle is heard of man's centuries - old 
dream of converting sea water to a pal­ 
atable state. 
There h a\e been no startling break­ 
throughs in salt water conversion meth­ 
ods to help bring fresh water to both 
and and landlocked regions. Progress 
which has been made has come hard, 
but 
it is now clear 
conversion at an 
economical cost will be achieved, pro­ 
bably within the next decade. 
In the past 15 vears 14 plants have 
been built throughout the world with 
a 
capacity for producing fresh water 
at a m i I I i o n gallons a day. Three 
are in the United States. Some of the 
plants, like those at Kuwait, on the Per­ 
sian 
Gulf, 
and 
at 
Elath, Israel, are 
economically feasible because of t h e 
high cost of water in those arid lands. 
None of the three U. S. plants are op­ 
erating near the cost of fl esh water al­ 
ready available. The plant in Freeport 
Texas, b u i l t by the Department of

Lloyd Hurst, a Negro who is 
commissioner of Rochester’s of­ 
fice of the State Commission for 
Human 
Relations, said. 
“The 
young element—the new Negro

United 
States, They have lost 
faith in the ordinary forms of 
settlement of grievances.” 
Reginald Kenneth Ingram, the 
Negro chief of the Air Force's 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Office, said, "If I were to try to 
say to these boys that they 
should act with caution or even 
try to advise them in any way, 
i'm certain that I would be 
booed.” 
The boys showed how willing 
they were to flex muscles Fri­ 
day night at the street dance 
when patrolmen Roger Bacon 
and Anthony Cerrero attempted 
to arrest a disorderly young 
man.
